Upon last action that sent out 09/02/03 and applicant's remarks that filed 12/8/03, 
the claims are allowable over the prior art of record for at least the reason that the prior 
art fails to teach or suggest a pin inserting into a first through hole forming adjacent to 
the front surface of the housing and inserting into a second through hole defining in a 
flange of the faceplate (independent claim 5) and a lever connecting to the housing by 
torsion members and having a first end locating adjacent to the faceplate/cam of the 
release mechanism (independent claims 6, 9, 15, 21 and 26) as set forth in the claimed 
invention.
